This is the applicants' summary of the Examiner's Interview held between the Examiner and the 
undersigned on January 14, 2004. 

The Examiner proposed the amended claims that accompanied the paper mailed January 30, 2004. 
As noted by the Examiner, the applicants declined to accept the proposed amendments. The 
Examiner expressed the belief that the claims to the transgenic poinsettia plants were enabled only 
for transformation by microprojectile bombardment and not, in particular, transformation via 
Agrobacterium. 

The undersigned responded by asserting (a) the transgenic poinsettia plant claims were enabled for 
transformation via Agrobacterium and (b) in any event, the applicant need only enable a single 
method (and not every method) of making the claimed plants. Thus, the undersigned expressed the 
view that the suggested amendments were unnecessary and would not be accepted by the 
applicants.
